The shooting clima xed a night of sputtering v iolence 
in Ma rin City which included sca ttered shooting for 
two hours from high-rise public housing on Dra ke 
Av enue a nd four ca ses of fire bombing, including 
a n a tta ck on a sheriffs pa trol ca r. 
It wa s 12:30 a .m. when a ca r drov e slowly pa st 
the fire sta tion a nd a single shot wa s fired, either 
a t the sta tion or a t the ca r of County Fire Chief 
Louis .J. Bloom pa rked outside. 
Highwa y Pa trolmen John Ca mpion a nd Joseph 
Kendricks cruising nea rby, hea rd the ra dio report of ' 
the shooting a nd ga v e cha se to the sniper ca r down 
Dra ke Av enue. 
Ha lting the ca r nea r Cole Driv e, the pa trolmen 
stepped from the ca r a nd were greeted by sma ll-;

The quake last night was Tur­ 
key's second such disaster in six 
days. On Saturday in western 
Turkey nearly 100 persons were 
killed at Adapazari. 


The Pulumur region was re­ 
ported hardest hit by the latest 
quake, with only 7 out of the 70 
villages able to communicate 
with the provincial authorities. 


Authorities feared the death 
toll would go higher since most 
of the villages are built of mud. 


The seismologieal observatory 
at Kandili said the quake was 
recorded at 8:50 p.m., an hour 
and a half after Pope Paul VI 
left western Turkey to return to 
Italy. The center of the quake 
was some 500 miles northeast of 
Izmir and Ephesus, which the 
Pope visited yesterday.

Church Recall 


Leader Still 


Optimistic 


ST. MARIES, Idaho <AP> - 
The man who started a recall 
movement against Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho. said yester­ 
day the campaign may be dead 
unless his co-workers "get on 
the stick." 
Gene Mileck, the north Idaho­ 
an who was tried for more than 
three months to get the recall 
movement off the ground said 
the drive is now in a stage of 
decision after the withdrawal of 
California financial support. 
Although he has removed his 
one-time top adviser, and the 
cosmetic manufactuer William 
Penn Patrick of Tiburon. lias 
stopped financing the campaign. 
Mileck believes the campaign 
may have a better chance than 
ever of succeeding. 
MONEY WORRIES 
But with less money, he said, 
the movement would have to 
"go 
underground 
out of the 
spotlight" and be reorganized. 
Patrick 
withdrew 
his 
funds 
when advised by Sen. George 
Murphy. R-Calif., that the effort 
was providing undue support for 
Church. 
Meanwhile a Boise political 
writer and a state official said 
the drive was dead but dis­ 
agreed on its effect on the 1968 
elections when Church is ex­ 
pected to seek a third term. 
Secretary of State Pete T. 
Cenarrusa. 
who turned down 
two petitions for lack of 20 valid 
signatures, said he believes no 
further effort will be made to 
put the recall proposal before 
the people. 
CHURCH HELPED 
He added that the recall effort 
had closed Democratic ranks 
and strengthened Church but 
the effect may not last until 
next year's election. 
Columnist John Corlett said 
the effort was "doomed from 
the beginning and never had 
the strength expected at the out- j 
set." 
Mileck. on behalf of a “ Vic-1 
torv in Vietnam Committee.": 
had charged Church with failure j 
to support U.S. military action : 
in Vietnam and criticized his 
support of the U.S.-Soviet eon- 
suler treaty. 
Only two petitions were sub- ^ 
mitted and came nowhere near j 
the required 25.300 signatures i 
for calling an election.

Ideally, future graduates of 
the new project will return to 
their communities “ to break the 
cycle 
of poverty,” 
he 
said. 
Fleming also sees the project 
as a prototype to be developed 
for use by other colleges and 
universities. 


Of the 15 selected this year, 
one is from Mill Valley, two 
from Fort Baker and the rest 
from Marin City. The five men 
and 10 women were selected 
from the graduating class at 
Tamalpais High School and from 
College of Marin. 


They will continue to be eligi­ 
ble for financial aid as long 
as they remain in the four-year 
college program. Fleming said. 
Eventually, 
the 
project 
is 
designed to recruit y o u t h s 
earlier in school. 


The new project, he 
said, 
“ means there is an out for 
Marin City students who would 
like to help themselves to a 
reai future. They have an un­ 
tapped source of energy, in­ 
tellectual as well as physical. 
It's up to them.” 


Size of the second class to 
be selected next year for the 
program may be double this 
year’s 15. he said. 


Fleming graduated from San 
Francisco State College in 1961. 
and has worked as a guard at

a consultant to STEP since last 
October.

cases'' of A2 influenza during

1967-68 winter,

The department said incidence 
of Type A2 had been lower in 
the eastern parts of the nation 
and the cases might increase 
more in that area. 


LAST OUTBREAK 
“ The relatively little disease 
caused by A2 influenza viruses 
in the 1966-67 season permitted 
the general level of suscep­ 
tibility to increase." the depart­ 
ment said, “ particularly in the 
eastern states where the last j 
major outbreaks of A2 influenza 
were observed in 1964-65.'’ 
On the other hand, the depart­ 
ment said most areas of the: 
U.S. had Type B influenza last! 
winter and no s i g n i f i c a n t 
amount of that type of infection 
is likely to occur in the coming 
year. 
The department said the Type 
B virus was identified in the 
southwest p a r t i c u l a r l y in J 
California and Arizona. Excess 
mortality 
a t t r i b u t e d 
to 
pneumonia and influenza did not 
reach the national “ epidemic 
threshold'’ at any time and it 
did not remain elevated for j 
more than a single week in any 
of

divisions.

Two influenza vaccines will be 
available for use in the 1967-68 
year, the department said. A

The 
traditional 
polyvalent 
vaccine 
incorporates older strains. 


The 
department 
said

newer vaccine is needed because 
the strains of influenza change j 
from time to time and new pro­ 
tection must be found against 
them.

C o u n t y 
restaurant owner, is accused in 
a suit filed in Marin Superior 
Court today of mismanagement 
and personal profit at the ex­ 
pense of the heirs. 
The executor, Seibert L. Sef- 
ton of San Francisco, is also 
alleged to be illegally handing 
over $100 a month to the mother 
of a child, said to be the il­ 
legitimate child of Campbell. 
The suit was filed by attorney 
Allen Spivock of San Francisco, 
on behalf of Miss Mary Frances 
Leonard, formerly of Sausalito. 
and all heirs of the estate of 
undetermined value. 


ESTIMATES VARY 
Unofficial estimates have put 
the estate at anywhere from 
$77,000 to $500,000. 
Miss Leonard is the" mother 
of another illegitimate child, 
Robert James Campbell, aged 
5. 
who 
has 
already 
b e e n 
recognized by the heirs as en­ 
titled to over half the value 
of the estate. 
The other “ illegitimate child” 
mentioned in today’s suit is not 
known to Miss Leonard, states 
Spivok. 
The suit calls for the removal 
of 
Sefton 
on 
a 
number 
of 
grounds. 
On becoming executor, Sefton 
is said to have taken over three 
restaurants owned by the estate. 
These were “ Bob’s of Marin” 
at 
Corte 
Madera; 
B o b ’ s 
Steakhouse and Bob’s Burgers, 
both in San Francisco. 
Sefton became president of 
Bob’s Burgers, Inc., as “ ma­ 
jority stockholder of the estate,” 
according to the suit, and has 
drawn $1,500 a month for his 
services w i t h o u t permission 
from the court. 
Spivok alleges Sefton “ devotes 
little time or attention and is 
unable to properly and fully 
supervise 
operation 
of 
th e 
restaurants as he is often out 
of town on business of his own.” 
The restaurants have their own 
managers.

n March 5,1946 , Winston Churchill came to speak 
at Westminster College in the little town of Fulton, 
Mo. Defeated as Prime Minister of the nation he 
had led to victory, he was invited and accompanied by 
President Harry S. Truman. In his speech, The Sinews of 
Peace, Churchill warned: “ A shadow has fallen upon the 
scene so lately lighted by the Allied victory. . . . From 
Stettin in the Baltic to Trieste in the Adriatic, an iron 
curtain has descended across the continent.” The term 
“ iron curtain” marked the beginningof Allied recognition 
of the cold war. 


Churchill continued: “ I do not believe that Soviet 
f 
Russia desires war. What they desire is the fruits of war 
and the indefinite expansion of their power and doc- 
1 
trines.” He then proposed a great Anglo-American alli­ 
ance to protect the western world from Soviet policies. 
From this proposal the NATO alliance was born. 


To commemorate Sir Winston's most important Ameri­ 
can address, a committee under the joint sponsorship of 
Presidents Truman, Eisenhower and Johnson has been 
erecting a memorial on the Westminster College campus. 
Fittingly, the memorial is a re-built London church, St. 
Mary Aldermanbury. 
f 


Originally built during the 12th century, the church 
was destroyed by the Great Fire of London in 16 6 6 and 
re-built by Sir Christopher Wren, the noted architect. 
During the London Blitz it was again destroyed, this time 
by Nazi incendiary bombs. It has since stood in ruins—a 
symbol of resistance to tyranny. 


Now it has been brought, stone by stone, to Missouri' 
and is almost completely rebuilt. St. Mary Aldermanbury 
wilt serve as a non-sectarian chapel for the college 
and house in its museum-library a large collection of 
ChurchilLs works and memorabilia. 


Bu t most importan tly it will symbolize th e ideas Sir 
Win ston stated so well: 


“In War: Resolution 
. In Defeat: Defiance 
In Victory: Magnanimity 
In Peace: Good Will. ”

An attempt to establish a federally 
financed newspaper in Boone. North 
Carolina, fortunately has been set 
aside. 
The Office of Economic Opportunity 
had provided a grant of $179.000 to 
Community Action. Inc., of Boone, to 
publish 
a 
weekly newspaper and 
distribute it free to everybody in four 
counties “including those who can't 
read.” 
The motives behind such a project 
may have been completely honorable. 
But the end result could have been 
a dangerous intrusion by government 
on the freedom of press and ex­ 
pression. 
Attempts by officials in Washington 
to manage the news by feeding to 
news media certain information while 
are bad enough. A 
financed bv any 
withholding ot her 
newspaper 
ment agency 


to 
govern - 
and serving as a direct 
vehicle of propaganda for government 
would have been infinitely worse, 
particularly so when such publication 
purports to be a newspaper instead 
of a government publicity handout. 
The power of a controlled press 
and the mass hysteria it can incite 
were well documented in the ex­ 
periences in 
Germany and Japan 
before World War II. 
One weekly newspaper published by 
one government agency in a small 


community in North Carolina may 
have been harmless enough. 
But il 
could have been the initial step toward 
a federal press, financed by taxpayers' 
money and telling the American peo­ 
ple only what it wants them to hear. 
The 
Office 
of 
Economic 
Op­ 
portunity's 
attempt 
to 
enter 
the 
newspaper field met a storm of pro­ 
test. and the action was reversed. 
Congress has stipulated that poverty 
funds 
may 
not 
be 
used 
‘ ‘ f or 
establishing or operating a general 
coverage newspaper, magazine, radio 
station or television station.” 
In 
California, 
Governor 
Ronald 
Reagan touched on the dangers of 
government intrusion into the field 
of comunications during a recent 
press conference. 
Asked whether he would blue-pencil 
education television items in th e 
budget, the Governor replied: 


“ What we are more concerned with 
is some legislation on the floor with 
regard to educational television which 
I think runs the risk of putting the 
State in the broadcasting and pro­ 
paganda business and I'm opposed to 
this.” 


The traditional role of an 
un­ 
controlled press serving as the public 
conscience and watchdog of govern­ 
ment must be protected.
